A PROCLAMATION. 

Wy HEREAS, notwithftanding the moderation of the Britith Go- 

yernment, and his Majefty’s unparalleled clemency to thofe of 
his deluded fubjeéts who, from a fenfe of the errors, have returned to 
their duty and allegiance, there are feveral perfons of property in this 
province who obftinately perfift in their guilty and treafonable prac- 
tices, and are cither in the fervice or ating under the authority of the 
rebel Congrefs; or by abandoning their plantations, to join the ene- 
mies of Great Britain; or by an open avowal of rebellious principles, 
and other notorious acts, do manifeft a wicked and defperate perieve- 
rance, in oppofing, to'the utmott of their power, the re-eftablifhment 
of his Majetty’s juft and lawful authority: And whereas it is a duty 
incumbent upon me to take all due precaution to fecure the tranquili- 
ty of his Majefty’s Government, and the peace and liberties of his faith- 
ful and loyal fubjeéts ia this province, aud to prevent the wicked de- 
figns of fuch ill-difpofed perfons, as are aboge deteribed, from taking 
effect: And whereas it might be of dan zerous conitquence to fuger 
fuch pertons to poflefs and make ufe of their ettates, in this proviace, 
thereby furnithing them with the means of carrying on their malicious 
and traiterous defigas more effectually into execution ; and as it like. 
wife appears to me both juft and expedient, that the property which 
they have voluntarily ftaked in fupport of rebellion fhould now he ap- 
plied, on_our part, to defray a portion of the expences occalioned by 
the obtinate deliriquency of their faQion : I have, therefore, thought 
fit to iffue this Proclamation, to notify to all perfons concerned, That 
I have ordered the eftates, both real aid perfonal, in this province, 
belonging to the wicked and dangerous traitors above decribed, to be 
fequeftered ; and I have conflituted and appointed John Cruden, Efg; 
to be Commiffioner to execute the purpofes of this Proclamation, with 
full power and aathority, on receipt of an order or warrant uader my 
hand, orthe hand of the ollicer commanding the British forces ia this 
province, or of the Commanilant of Charle(town, and not otherwffe, 
to take into his charge, cuftody, and -pofleffion, the eftates, both reat 
and perforal, of thofe who have abandoned their plantations to 
join the enemies of Great Britaing and of the cltates, both real 
‘and perfonal, (not included in the capitulation of Charleftowa ) 
of thofe in the fervice, or aéting under the amthority of the Re- 
bel Congrefs; and of the eltates, both real and perfonal, of thote 
perfors who, by an open avowal of rebellious principles, or by o- 
ther notorious aéts, do manifeft a wicked and delperate perfeve- 
Yance in oppofing, to the utmoft of their power, the re-eflablith- 
ment of* his Majefty’s juft and lawful authority: And the said 
Commiffioner hall, within the term of twenty-one days after execu- 
tion of every fach order or warrant above mentioned, by feizyre of the 
eftates or property therein defcribed, caufe notice thereof to be pu- 
blithed im three fucceffive news-papers, that no perfon concerned may 
plead ignorance of the fame; and the like term is allowed for the re- 
moval of poffeilors from the premiffes fo feized. And, to the end that 
this truft of fo great importance be duly and faithfully adminiftered 
for the public benefit, I do hereby ftrictly enquire and injoin that the 
faid Cummiffioner doth, in every cafe of the icizure of property, whe- 
ther real or perfonal, forthwith take upon the {pot (if in the coun‘sy) 
in prefence of two perfons aéting either as Ficld Officers, or Captains 
of Militia under his Majetty’s Government, and (if in town) in pre- 
fence of two creditable frecholders, an gxact inventory of the proper- 
ty fe feized, which they are hereby required to fign, and it is to be 
kept and prodiiced by the Commiffioner, asa voncher on the exhibi- 
tion of his accounts. And whereas it is dictated by humanity and 
compaffion that due and reafonable confideration he had for the fami- 
lies of the traiterous offenders, whofe property is neceflarily bee 


.come the obje@& of this proclamation, I have authorifed and di- 


rected the faid Commifioner to pay, for the fupport and main- 
tenance of families, confifting of a wife and children, one-fourth 
part of the nett annual product of the feized eftates refpec- 
tively, and one-fixth part where there is a wife and no children, 
as the cafe may be ; provided they are refident, and continue to be 
refident within this province; and the receipts and acquittances of the 
parties fhall be, and are hereby direéted to be, contidered fufficient 
vouchers to the faid Commiffioner at the ¢ettlement of his accounts. 
And it being highly expedient, that accounts of all perfonal property, 
and of the iffues and produce of all eftates, confitting of lands, negroes, 
cattle, and of every {pecies of property, feized by virtue of this pro- 
clamation, to be kept in the moft ¢lear and diftiné& manner poflible, I 
do hereby direét, that the faid, Commiffioner do keep particular and 
feparate accounts of all property, real and perfonal, under the names 
of the perfons who were fuppofed and acknowledged to be the proprie- 
tore at the time of feizure; And I do hereby further direct and re- 
quire the faid Commiflioner to make up a gencrat aecownt of the ex. 
pence of management, and of the amount of the fale and difpofal of 
all property whatfoever, that fhall come into his hands, which is to 
be laid before the Commandant and Board of Police 6f Charleftown, 
every fix months, or oftener, if it fiall appear neceflary ana-prattica- 
ble; and he fhz!l be thereunto required, during fuch time as the Gid 
eftates thall remain under fequettration: and the, Commanddr* and 
Board of Police are hereby direGed and required to infpedct the {aid ac- 
counts with all, convenient difpatch ; and if they appear to them to be 
jott and right, co grant a certificate thereof to the faid Commilifioner ; 
and the faid Commiffioner is hereby further required, upon fuch cer- 
tificate being granted, to pay the balance ariting from ‘the above de- 
{cribed eftates, into the hands of the Pay-matter-Genera} of his Ma- 
jefty’s forces, or his Deputy, to be applied to the purpofe tefore-men- 
tioned, or in any other manner that may be directed by his Majefty’s 
Commiffioners for reftoring peace to America, or the Commander in 
Chief. And I do hereby declare, That any perfon or perions obftrudt- 
ing or impeding the faid Commiffioner in the execution of his duty, 
by concealment or removal of. any property he may be authorised to 
feize, or otherwife, fhall, en conviction, be punithed as aiding and a- 
betting rebellion; and if any perfon or perfons halt meke difcovery 
where any effeéts are concealed, or attempted to be carried away, or 
fhall give any neceflary information to the faid John Cruden, Ely, fo 
that effects belonginy to a perion whofe eftate is fequeltrated, may be 
fecured, the perfon or perfons giving fach information fiall be molt Ji- 
berally rewarded : And all officers civil or military, aifd all other per- 
fons whatfoever, are ftridtly enjoined and required to aid and affift the 
faid John Cruden and his Deputies, in the execution of the trutt re- 
poted in him. .And whereas certain limited orders and powers have 
been given by me to Colonels and Commanding Officers of militia, in 
fome few of the diftriéts of this province, to feize the horfes, cattle, ne- 
groes and provifions of perfons concerned in the faft revolt, more par- 
ticularly defcribed in the faid orders, and to apply the fame, under 
certain regulations and reftriations, to the indemnification of the King’s 
loyal and faithful fubjeéts in the refpective diftridts, who have fitfered 
by the depredations of the rebels : And whereas the Colonels and Com- 
manding Officers of militia were, by the faid orders, direéted to report 
to me, at the head-quarters of the army, the property they fhould 
feize by virtue of the fame, ipecifying ¢learly its nature and value, and 
the application tl.ereof, towards the relief and indemuity of his Maje- 
fty’s faithful fubjects, who have fuffered as aforeizid, I do now hereby 
require and command them, inftead of reporting to me their proceeds 
ings, as above directed, to tranimitto the Commandant of Charled- 
town, within the term of fourteea days after the ditbibution of the 
property feized, particular accounts of all fuch property, amd or its ap: 
plication and difribittion in writing, which are to be figned by the 
Colonel or Commanding Officer of the militiz, aud by the twelve men

OV have had the particulirs of traitor Arnold's con- 
du&, before his getting on board the Vulture floop of 
war, which lies near Stoney-Point ; but his conduct fince 
he went into New-York is a fill greater proof of his villainy, 
if greater villsiay was pofible. At his arrival with the Bri- 
tith, he had upwards of so of our warmeft friends in New- 

York taken up, and put into dungeons and other places -of 

confinemest. But there is providence attending the unbap- 

y friends to their coyntry, which puts it out of his power to 
injure them other than by imprifonment. Such was the pre- 
cipitate flight he made to fave his neck from the halter, that 
he had no time to move off a fingle paper, or any matter 
which can be a teitimony againtt thole he would otherwife 

General Robertfon came up yef- 

terday at Dobb’s Ferry with a flag, which was foon difmif. 

fed, it being of fo trite a nature, viz. to intreat his Excel- 
lency General Washington, at the requeit of Sir Henry 

Clinton, to ufe Jenity with Major Andree —it had the effect 

to refpite him for a few hours, as the flag did not return till 

five o’clock, which was the hour fixed in general orders for 
his execution. This day at twelve o’clock it took place, by 
hanging him by the neck. Perhaps no perfon (on like oc- 
cafion) ever fs the ignominious death, that was more 
regretted by officers and foldiers of every rank and in our 
army ; nor did I ever fee any perfon meet his fate with more 
fortitude and equal conduét. When he was ordered to mount 
the waggon ander the gallows, he replied, “ He was ready 
to die, bat withed the mode to have been in fome more eli- 
gible way, preferred to be fhot.”” After he had opened his 
shirt collar, fixed the rope and tied his hendhaichis? aver his 
eyes, he was aflted by the officer commanding the troops, if 

he withed to fay any thing ? He replied, “* I have faid all I 

had to fay before, and have only to requeft the gentlemen 

prefent to bear teftimony that I meet death as a brave man.”’ 

The flag mentioned to have come out with General Ro- 
bertfon was received by General Greene and Colonel Ha- 
milton ; and, what is curious, Arnold fent his refignation, 
by defire, that General Wafhington fhould forward it to 
Congrefs; with an infolent letter, intimating he would ne- 
ver ferve Congrefs any more, nor need they expect it. And 
moreover, that if Major Andre fhould be executed by order 
of General Wathington, that he would ftrike a blow on fome 
of his friends on the Continent, that fhould fufficiently re- 
taliate for his lofs to his Prince. General Greene, when he 
read the letter, treated it with contempt, and threw it on 
the ground before General Robertfon, which he might re- 
turn to the traitor if he thought proper. The hanging of 
Major Andre, ene of the moft éminent officers and polite 
men in the Britifh army, and the fecond life of Clinton, 
thews we are not deterred by great menxces, but determined 
to extirpate our enemies one by one, until peace fhall be re- 
ftored to our country. 

Major Andre was dreffed in full uniform, and after the 
execution his fervant demanded his clothing, which he re- 
ceived. His body was buried near the gallows.
